Prom the momeiit the 
exchange opened trading was furious- 
ly active, and for the first half hour 
at least app.irrntly without support, 
although N'ortlicin Pacific rose high'T 
on thf liiililiiiK of the friglitened shoi ts. 
This stock rose rapidly from 170 to 100 
and then almost without a pause the 
advance kept on until at 10:35 o'clock 
800 was paid for 500 nhares for Imme- 
diate delivery. At the sanictiin;' Mmi 
shares for Ffli.'.' dc!ivei-y were 
sold for 230. The lr^Jing in Northern 
Pacific became so nrltd and excited to- 
ward 11 o'clock hat prices changed 
rapi<lly 2." to 50 >.« )!nts at a time. .\ 
sale at 430 was '--corded, and almo' t 
Immediately another one came out on 
the tape at 700 for Friday's delivery. 

As fast as Northern Pacific went up 
other stocks were going down. Even 
Standard Oil declined to $650 a share 
a drop of 171 points. At 11:15 North- 
ern Pacitic sold at $1,000 a share for 
cash. At 12:25 Northern Pacific com- 
mon sold at 700 for cash. At this time 
the market seemed to have a bettor 
tone than at .any period during the 
day, and the price changes between 
sales were nut so wide tin v had 
been during the wild flurries of thc> 
earlier part of the session. 

Northern Pacific almost disappeared 
from the record after the announce- 
ment that its lic livei x- would not be de- 
manded Thursday, which was the ef- 
fective cause of allaying the extrenv 
nervousness. There was a transaction 
Of 100 shiires at 600 at 1 p. ia. 

One feature of thes ituatlon WES the 
closing up for the day of a number of 
small l)rokcrag(> concerns, not because 
of fioaQcial embarrassment, but be- 
cause they deemed it unwise to do bus- 
iness at all in sych a oiarket At 1 : 30 
p. m. prices seemed to be fairly steady 
and there was some activity in bonds, 
with apparently good abs(jrption of the 
standard issues. A clearing house no- 
tice was sent out at 1:30 saying trans- 
actions in Northern Pacific common 
would be ex-clearing house until fur- 
ther notice, which meant that sellers 
of tlie stock would not be called upon 
to deliver it at present. 

At 1:42 60 per cent was bid for mm- 
ey.

Melbourne. May 9.— The opening of 

the flist f< dci;il parliament, which 
took place at noon, was a most impres- 
sive ceremony. The capacity of the 
exhibition building, the acene of the 
ceremony, is 12.000 people, but the 
available space was taxed to the ut- 
most. The decorations consisted of 
regimental standards, trophies of 
arms and floral festoons. The formal 
proceedings were begun at 11:46 a. m. 
with the reading of the proclamation 
summoning the senators and rep'.- 
sentatives. Noon was signalled by a 
fanfare of trumpi'ts from the military 
band outside. Tin- royal party then 
entered and was conducted to the dais, 
the orchestra playing the national an 
them. The duke of Cornwall and York 
wore an admiral's uniform with fh* 
ribbon of Ihe Order of t'ae Carter. Tht 
duchr ss of Cornwall and York and 
Lady Hopetoun, wife of the governor 
general, earl of Hopetoun, and the 
women of the suites all wore black 

The duke summoned the two houses 
in adordance with the striit formula 
of the Rritish parliament, and th 
members filed in. The hundredth 
psalm was sung with all present stand 
Ing and the earl of Hopetoun read a 
prayer, after which the duke of Corn- 
wall and York mad" a lenu:t!iy ad- 
dress and <leclared parliament open. 
In the course of his remarks he re- 
ferred to the wishes of the late Queen 
Victoria, who, before her death, signed 
his commission to open parliament. 
He paid a tribute to the aid renden d 
by the colonies in the South African 
war, the bravery of the troops and 
the services of the squadron in China, 
and expressed the interest taken by 
King Edward VII In the Australian 
people. It was the earm st prayer that 
tile union, so happily aihieved. would 
prove an inst'iiment for the further 
advancing of the welfare of the Aus- 
tralian snbiects of the king and the 
consolidation of the empire. 

Tile duke ri-iid the followiii'; tele- 
gram from King ICdward \'ll: ".M.v 
thoughts are with you on this august 
occasion. I wish the commonwealth 
of Australia every happiness and pros- 
perity." The king's message was r"- 
celv< d with hearty plaudits. 

The members then took the oatli 
and subscribed their names to the roll. 
At the conclusion of this ceremony 
the earl of Hopetoun dismissed the 
members to their respective houses 
to elect officers. 

The entire aiulicnce thereuptm rose 
as the first bars of the "Hallelujah 
Chorus" were played by the orchestra 
and the chorus was sung by an opera 
compsny. "Rule Britannia" followed 
and finally the v>-h')le assembly joiu( d 
In singin;; "'lod Sive the King." A 
fresh blare of tri'-uiiefs followed tin 
royal party retired and the opening 
ceremony was over.
